The Isreali government this week smashed 


an armed bid by the Irgun Zvai Leumi to violate the United Na- 
tions truce at a cost of six Irgunisis and two Isreali troops killed. 

The battle occurred on the Israel sea shore at Kfar Vitkin 
five miles north of Nathanya and opened when two Isreali cor- 


veties used gunfire to drive off 
an Irgun boat loaded with arms 
and ammunition. 

The Irgunists were trying to 
unload the 1,000-ton “Jabotin- 
sky" which was believed to 
have sailed from a French port. 
They established a beachhead 
in open view of UN observers 
in their fight. 

The Irgun broadcast that a 
“fraticidal battle” had developed 
and the Stern group announced 
ii was supporting the Irgun in 
the armed revolt against the Is- 
reali government. 

The vessel was first spotted by 
a UN observation plane which 
radioed its position and course to 
Tel Aviv. It was unofficially re- 
ported that the ship landed 800 
immigvants. 

Under terms of the Irgun sur-

render, the Irgun gave up all 
arms except those aboard the 
ship, all transport used by the 
Irgunists on the beach and agreed 
to a signed statement from each 
Irgunist that he would place him- 
self under control of the Isreali 
army and obey its orders. 


The Irgunists had avoided ap- 
pearances of an open revolt hy 
informing Haganah troops before 
the fight started that the arms 
were destined for Jerusalem 
where the Irgun maintains an in- 


dependent army and_  freedoin 
movement. 
An Irgun spokesman told a 


Haganah officer that the arms de- 
livery did not involve Israel and 
were “none of the Haganah’s bus- 
iness.”

Folke Bernadotte’s bid to win a permanent peace on the Palestine 
issue, the Isreali this week could count some definite gains from 
the armisiice which expires July 9. 

Under supervision of the first international—though tiny and 


unarmed~— police force in United 
Nations history, convoys were 
rolling into besieged new Jeru- 
salem with food. Stocks were 
rapidly being replenished. 
Strengthen Army 

The Israeli were using the truce 
to strengthen their military arm. 
With arms supplies from the out- 
side world cut off by the armis- 
tice, Israeli munition plants were 
producing on an around-the-clock 
basis. 

Thousands of fighting men 
who were rushed to the front 
lines without adequate training 
were getting intensive courses 
in Haganah camps, while a 
Steady stream of camp gradu- 
ates were replacing them at the 
front. 

Count Bernadotte said he hoped 
to have definite peace terms this 
week as an Arab delegation ar- 
rived at his headquarters on the 
island of Rhodes, Jewish experts 
were expected later. Israeli 
sources emphasized that no full- 
scale peace negotiations could 
start until the Arabs were ready 
to drop their demands for rever- 
sal of the UN partition decision.

The Israeli were in an excellent 


bargaining position, from the 
military standpoint. They had 
seized most of western Galilee 


from the Arabs; they had trapped 
a large Egyptian spearhead near 
Isdud, south of Tel Aviv; their 
forces were entrenched at Jenin 
and near Nablus, deep in central 
Arab Palestine, and had _ been 
fighting inside the Syrian and 
Lebanese borders when the truce 
took effect. 


Bernadotte had 49 men from 
the UN to handle truce super- 
vision duties. He also had three 
U.S. destroyers, which were un- 
der strict orders not to use 
force in patrolling the Pales ine 
coast to supervise the ben 
against import of arms. Seveval 
planes supplied by the U. S. 
also were aiding the sea patrol. 


Israeli spokesmen made it 
crystal-clear that no_ solution 
from -Bernadotte would be 
sidered which did not include full 
acceptance of the Jewish sta‘e 
without territorial chiseling aid 
free immigration.

Wreckage of the third plane, which 
sent a radio message soon after the three planes took off from 
the Azores that one of its engines was afire, was believed

Jewish Law Does Not Discriminate 


Against Women, 


By NATHAN DRAZIN 

N your April 30, 1948, issue, 

» Helen Cohen again picks up the 
argument concerning the equality 
of women in Jewish Law and pre- 
sents me with six specific charg- 
es, gleaned from Dr. Mordecai 
M. Kaplan’s last work, that I may 
answer. 

Before replying to these charg- 
es separately, I should like to 
point out to Helen Cohen a simple 
pragmatic test by which to ascer- 
tain for herself whether Jewish 
Law endeavors to give the wom- 
an a social status equal to the 
man or not. 

Do you find greater mutual re- 
spect, devotion, harmony, love 
and happiness between husband 
and wife, amongst truly religious 
Jews and Jewesses scrupulously 
observing every detail of the Tor- 
ah or amongst those who like 
Dr. Kaplan have long “freed” 
themselves of the “yoke of the 
Torah?” 

As for myself I may say that in 
the 15 years that I have been in 
the rabbinate I have enjoyed the 
confidence of hundreds of men 
and women who have come to me 
with their personal intimate 
problems, and invariably have I 
found that disharmony and brok- 
en up homes and cruel hatred are 
the lot of the non-believers and 
non-practices of Orthodox Juda- 
ism, I still have to find one 
exception to this rule. 

Even the case where a woman 
finds difficulty in obtaining her 
Jewish divorce or halitzah is no 
exception. On examination I 
have always found that the wom- 
an so involved had never lived a 
truly Jewish life and was inter- 
ested in the Jewish release only 
in order to satisfy an old parent 
or the parents of her new para- 
mour. Iam certain that my ex- 
periences will be further substan- 
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Dr. Nathan Drazin, Rabbi of 
the Shaarei Tfiloh Congrega- 
tion, Baltimore, Md., is one of 
the best-informed scholars in 
his field. His book, “History of 
Jewish Education from 515 B. 
C.E. to 220 C.E.” has been wide- 
ly praised and had a second 
printing in 1941, a rare event 
for a technical treatise, espe- 
cially in Judaism. He is a mem- 
ber of the praesidium of the 
Baltimore Council of Orthodox 
Rabbig, the only American-born 
rabbi to win that distinction in 
Baltimore.

Ju- 
daism has nothing to be asham- 
ed of in the historical record. 

I shall say nothing now of the 
classical period. Take a more re- 
cent example. During the Medie- 
val Ages the Jewish home was 
the envy of the general populace. 
At that time, the Jewish people 
lived largely in conformity to 
Jewish Law. In the Jewish 
home, there was harmony, love 
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create fine clothes that are

Steinberg Raps 
Dual Loyalty Charge 


NEW YORK — Rabbi Milton 
Steinberg of the Park Avenue 
Synagogue this week denounced 
as “unwarranted, selfish and cow- 
ardly” the raising of misgivings 
about Israel and the relation of 
American Jews to it. 

He urged that they be removed 
from American life before they 
become “an inhibiting, even par- 
alyzing influence on Jewish life.” 

He rapped the 
allegation that 
the new state 
brings up any 
question of dual 
loyaity for 
American Jews, 
asserting that 
“just as the in- 
dependence of 
Eire made no es- 
sential difference STEINBERG 
in the relation of Irish Americans 
to the United States; so the new 
state of Israel leaves intact the in- 
tegrity of the American Jew.” 


Dr. Steinberg made the state- 
ment in a discussion of “Israel 
and the American Jew” which is 
part of a revised edition of “The 
Making of the Modern Jew” pub- 
lished by Behrman House one 
month after declaration of Israel. 

He said the issue of so-called 
dual loyalties has arisen from the 
fears of Jewish assimiliationists 
“put more often by Jews than by 
non-Jews.”

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Jewish Sex Laws More Than “Boon” to Women, Says Dr. Rosmarin 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 


N the NJP of June 11, Mrs. Helen Cohen charac- 
terizes my insistence that, in stressing the Jew- 
ish emphasis on the human worth and equality of 
woman, I was not thinking of the laws of Niddah- 
Tevillah as “the most surprising reaction.” Lest I 
be misunderstood, I wish 
to clarify a few points: 
There is no reason to 
assume that, as has been 
stressed by some Ameri- 
can orthodox rabbis, the 
Jewish laws of family 
purity are a special boon 
to woman by freeing her, 
as it were, from marital 
obligations during a 
“trying period.” The 12- 
day period of decreed ab- 
stinence exceeds, accord- 
ing to the Talmudic 
sages, by seven days the actual length of time which 





“freedom” aspects of the 12-day period of rabbini- 
cally decreed abstinence, have, unconsciously, be- 
come the victims of the Victorian and prudish psy- 
chology which submitted that woman agrees to sex- 
ual relations merely because men are such strange 
creatures and because God, in His inscrutable wis- 
dom, has not provided for another means of propa- 
gating the human species. 


Such a view is, however, diametrically opposed 
to the healthy realism of Judaism which stresses 
that “even more than the man wants to marry, the 
woman desires to be taken to wife.” Mindful of 
this dictum of the Tractate Yabamot (113 a) of the 
Babylonian Talmud, I could never share the views 
of those who interpret the laws of Niddah-Tevil- 
lah as a prop to the human dignity of woman. 


In my opinion the practical (there are others!) ob- 
jective of this legislation lies in its effects on Jewish 
survival. The 12-day period of abstinence corres- 
ponds almost to the hour with the time schedule of 
ovulation. To be more precise, the 12-day period of 
abstinence is the time of the month during which 


the other hand, ‘as ovulation takes ;place on or about 
the 12th day after the start of menstruation, the 
likelihood for conception is almost a certitude at the 
timet when couples observing the laws of Niddah. 
Tevillah are reunited. 

Some time ago I had occasion to discuss this mat. 
ter with a gynecologist, a non-confessing Catholic 
lady of non-medical intelligence as well as medica] 
acumen. She pointed out to me that the unbroken 
fertility of the Jews and the comparatively low jp. 
fant mortality rate in the medieval ghettos is to be 
attributed to the fact that the peak periods of sexua} 
activity were contemporaneous with the optimum 
pre-conditions for conception and the physical opti. 
mum of the mother at the time of conception, which, 
according to some medical authorities, is not without 
influence upon the child. 

Accordingly, I shall continue not to think of the 
laws of Niddah-Tevillah when taking inventory of 
Judaism’s positive attitudes to woman’s human dig. 
nity.

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L AST week we gave general instructions for selecting poultry, 
4 We continue the subject with recipes for broiled and Sauted 
chicken. 

The recipes which follow are given for chicken, but may be 
used for any fowl, including duck, goose, turkey and pigeon, 


BROILED CHICKEN 

A chicken selected for broiling should be very young, weighing 
not more than 2% pounds before it has been drawn. Split the 
chicken in half lengthwise, first down the back, then down the 
front, break the joints, and remove the ribs and breast-bone, Jf 
the chicken is lacking in fat, as it probably will be, brush the halves 
well with melted fat on both sides, and grease the broiler well, 
Pre-heat broiler to 350 degrees, insert chicken, placing it with flesh 
side towards the source of heat and about 4 inchs away from it, 
Broil on flesh side about 12 minutes, until flesh side is delicately 
browned; then turn, and broil on skin side about 10 minutes, until 
skin side is delicately browned. Repeat, until chicken is done, 45 
to 60 minutes. Baste as often as necessary. Season with salt and 
pepper, and serve on hot platter with skin side up. 


DELMONICO BROILED CHICKEN 


1 broiling chicken salt and % cup soft bread crumbs 
pepper % teaspoon paprika 
% cup chicken fat 1 teaspoon prepared mustard 
1 teaspoon vinegar 
Broil chicken according to directions in preceding recipe until it 
is half done. Sprinkle on both sides with salt and pepper. Blend 
together the chicken fat, vinegar, paprika and mustard, and spread 
mixture over chicken. Sprinkle with bread crumbs, and _ bake. in 
oven at 350 degrees until crumbs are well browned. 


FRIED CHICKEN 
There are two methods of frying, (1) in a small amount of fat, 
which really is not frying at all but saute-ing; and (2) in a large 
amount of fat, deep enough to cover or almost cover the food being 
fried. 
SAUTED CHICKEN 
A chicken selected for saute-ing need not be as young as iér 
broiling, but should not be much older and should weigh not more 
than 3% pounds before it has been drawn. Cut the chicken into 
pieces for serving, dip each piece uickly in cold water, then sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, and roll in plenty of flour; or roll in fine, dry 
bread crumbs, let stand 10 minutes to dry, then dip in slightly 
beaten egg diluted with 1 or 2 tablespoons cold water, and again in 
tread crumbs, and let stand another 10 minutes to dry; or use 
matzo meal instead of bread crumbs. Saute chicken slowly until 
well browned, and tender enough to admit a fork easily. Use 
crippings in pan to make gravy.

NEW YORK — Gov. Herbert 
Lehman, vice-chairman of the 
Joint Distribution Committee, 
said that in western Europe the 
cooperative form has been found 
most useful in providing skills 
and jobs for distressed Jews.

York and paid my respects to one

Wise was in the seat of honor 
this time, as he so congeded, be- 
eause the United Jewish Appeal 
felt that the great man would 
elicit additional funds from his 
admirers for the U.J.A. And so 
it turned out, The guests, whose 
eontributions to the U.J.A. for 
1948 had already totalled over 
over $2,000,000, added another 
quarter million dollars to their 
eombined donations, 


Dr. Wise introduced me to Ted 
Thackrey, who said a little boy 
wrote his editorials on Palestine, 
Had I had any sachal I would 

- have waited before walking up 
to say hello to Dr. Wise, for then 
I would have gotten to meet 
Mrs. F.D.R., who was principal 
speaker, This was the first time 
I've ever seen her, and_ she’s 
really a regal person, She en- 
deared herself to Rabbi Wise, and 
to all the women in the audience 
when she took time out to re- 
eall the late Mrs. Wise and to say 
that the meeting was paying 
homage to her as well as to Dr. 
Wise. 


Dr, Wise in response declared 
that she not only shared his life, 
but blessed it as she blessed the 
multitudes, The Wises’ two chil- 
dren, Mrs. Justine Wise Polier, 
and James Waterman Wise were 
in the audience, and Dr. Wise ad- 
monished them to notice what 
other. people thought about him. 
Also on the program was the 
awarding of plaques to The Na- 
tion, The New York Herald Trib- 
une, PM, and The New York Post 
for their brilliant reportorial and 
editorial handling of the Pales- 
tine situation; and while Freda 
Kirchwey was making her spark- 
ling talk I was in the lobby argu- 
ing with Rabbi Theodore Lewis, 
our book reviewer, 


Meanwhile I learned some very 
gratifying figures, which I have 
not seen published anywhere on 
the new United Jewish Appeal 
eampaign. There is no way of 
ehecking them, since the officials 
aren’t talking. The figures for 
New York thus far near $40,000,- 
000, and it is hoped that the 
amount will go to $65,000,000 be- 
fore the drive is over.

I dropped in on I, Tetitelbaum, 
president of the Bronx section of 
the American Jewish Congress, 
who introduced me to Mrs. Frank 
Kingdon, who is as attractive as 
her husband is liberal. When I 
told her that whenever I think of 
her husband I think of another 
great liberal, with the same first 
name, Dr. Frank Graham, presi- 
dent of the University of North 
Carolina, she didn’t know who he 
was. Incidentally, I dropped Dr. 
Graham a note to thank him for 
his help in backing and aiding 
the creation of the Jewish state. 


Mr. Teitelbaum is a character. 
The guy thinks as straight and 
hard and clear as another man 
I’m fond of, Simon Miller of East 
Chicago, Ind. Mr. Teitelbaum can 
orate with the best of them, and 
he pours it on. He’s a thorough 
liberal, and the way he tells his 
customers to leave him alone and 
stop insisting that he sell them 
his furniture would make a great 
eomedy skit. One Jewish lady 
asked him, in a moment when 
Mr. Teitelbaum wasn’t orating 
either to me or over the phone, 
diffidently if it weren’t a mistake 
for the Jew to be connected with 
the Negro in the fight for equal- 
ity. That was a tactical error. Mr, 
Teitelbaum was off. Yet his logic 
was beautiful. He asked her if 
she thought that Hitler would 
have killed 6,000,000 Negroes 
with as little interference from 
the rest of the world as he met 
in killing 6,000,000 Jews. 


I lunched at Farmfoods with 
Dan Frisch, my landsleit, and we 
had a long talk about the Zionist 
situation, I have never underes- 
timated him. Others do. On the 
other side of the Zionist fight, I 
had a long conservation with 
Louis Lipsky, who is one of the 
mainstays of the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism. Lipsky‘s 
the most politically astute of any 
figure in the American Zionist 
movement, and the opposition is 
fortunate in having him along to 
keep them out of the pitfalls all 
around, 


Then the first night of the con- 
certs at Lewisohn stadium I sat 
down right next to Mendel Fish- 
er, the Jewish National Fund ex- 
ecutive, and a dark beauty beside 
him who turned out to be his 
wife. Along with them was a 
leading New York attorney, a 
Mr. Kagan, who thought it was 
deserving of comment that the 
concerts at the stadium epito- 
mized the many contributions of 
Jews to the cultural life of New 
York. After the concert we ad- 
journed to coffee and a bite, and 
there I found Mendel Fisher one 
of the most learned men in 
Jewish life. Remember the Mr, 
Elias Al Segal wrote about in 
our issue of June 11, who wanted 
some sort of memorial raised on 
Mt. Sinai to mark its signifi- 
eance to the world? Mendel pro-) 
ceeded to convince Mr. Elias by 
quotations from the talmud and 
the rabbis that this would con- 
travene Jewish spirit which 
sought to memorialize its great 
leaders by following their teach- 
ings instead of erecting monu- 
ments. He was so. convincing 
that Mr. Elias said he was aban- 
loning his campaign, 


The following night I wanted 
to go back to the concerts, but 
duty called and I found myself 
attending the meeting at Manhat- 
tan Center of the Revisionists, 
where I heard the Irgun view: 
point expounded very forcefully. 
The Irgun intends to fight for all 
of Palestine.

The ZOA Opposition Is Doomed 


HE Post has been favorably disposed 

towards the so-called opposition group 
within the Zionist Organization of America, 
which last week announced a platform and a 
name, Committee for Progressive Zionism, 

The Post’s position was that a loyal opposi- 
tion was healthy and even necessary; that 
the men in the opposition had borne themselves 
with dignity and had carried on their activities 
in a democratic manner. Even in leadership it 
could boast men whose service in the cause of 
Zionism was of rare unselfishness and whose 
integrity and loyalty was beyond question, 

For the past two years the opposition group 
has come to the annual conventions very 
poorly organized. At Atlantic City in 1946 it 
had a real issue, and on the strength of that 
issue—the hearing of Dr. Nahum Goldmann 
and his side of the partition question— the op- 
position reached its highest point. Louis Lip- 
sky almost stole the convention when he pinch- 
hit for Dr. Goldmann, who was refused a place 
on the program. This was a real fight, and the 
issues were real. But the opposition was almost 
totally unorganized. 

Last year in New York, however, the opposi- 
tion finally organized. But their attempt to 
create a platform was abortive. The one issue, 
support of the Irgun, was too nebulous and 
confused to allow for a clear cut fight. Yet 
the opposition, through Harold Goldenberg and 
Ezra Shapiro, did make a fight on the floor of 
the convention, Most of the delegates, however, 
were unaware that there was this behind-the- 
scenes struggle. 

Coming into this year, now, the opposition is 
exceedingly well-organized. It also has a plat- 


How To Look 


HE new DP Bill comes as a great blow to 
T those who had believed that the Congress 
was free from any real anti-Semitic influences, 
but the defeat would have been even more sig- 
nificant had not the Jewish leadership risen up 
in scorn and denounced the measure for what 
it is. : 

All through American history there are in- 
stances of the rights of Jews being violated, 
but in cases where redress was secured, it was 
because the Jewish leadership was courageous 
and forthright in its fight for justice and equal- 
ity. 

There will be those who will succumb to de 
spondency that so shortly after the war the 
rights for which the war was fought are vio- 
lated, That is one position, Another is that jus- 


form. The platform, however, is on the 
side, although this does not mean to say that 
the issues are not important. It does mean that 
im view of the way in which Zionist conventions 
are run, the planks in the platform of the Com. 
mittee of Progressive Zionism are not caley. 
lated to stir up enough enthusiasm to elicit 
any great defection from the ranks of the ad. 
ministration. 

But there is a much larger consideration jp. 
volved, and it is this point that the OPPosition 
will find a stumbling-block. 

For years the Zionists of America have been 
fighting for a Jewish state. Now we have that 
state, and we aren’t yet over the period of ex. 
ultation, despite the fact that the Arab nations 
and Great Britain are on the attack, 

At this point, to unseat the general is unthink. 
able. The opposition, unless it is particularly 
adroit, will so incense the delegates that its 
cause will be harmed for years to come, To 
say that Rabbi Silver or Dr. Neumann can be 
dissociated from the fight on specific issues jg 
to underestimate the political cunning of the 
administration, Any attack on the program of 
the administration will be construed as an at. 
tack on Rabbi Silver. 

This is the unfortunate state in which the 
convention comes upon us. The Post would wish 
that it were possible to bring both groups to. 
gether. But that is an impossibility now, even 
as it has been. It is an either-or situation, 

Next year when Dr. Neumann’s two-year 
term is over, and peace has been established 
in Palestine, the opposition and its viewpoints 
may be presented in a different context. But 
this year, the opposition is doomed,

tice is never won finally, it must be won, as the 
Jews won freedom from the Egyptians, in each 
generation and at every turn, 

It probably hasn’t received much notice, but 
the present bill is an even more serious defeat 
for the American Council for Judaism. A ma- 
jor constructive work of that organization was 
its active sponsorship of the Stratton Bill which 
would have opened the doors of the U.S. to 
400,000 DPs without, of course, any diserimina- 
tion against the Jews. The Council believes, as 
do all Zionists too, that Jews should be welcome 
at any spot on the earth. The difference is, of 
eouse, that the Zionists were unwilling to wait 
until that time, especially when such waiting 
involves so many Jewish lives. 

The Zionists, unfortunately, have been proven 
right again. 


Is Orthodoxy Changing? 


ABBI Leonard B. Gewirtz’s letter in the 
R Freedom of The Press section of this is- 
sue makes what seems to be a plausible case 
for strict Orthodoxy, but if the truth were 
known, the probabilities are that even the Or- 
thodox rabbinate would not agree to his posi- 
tion. For Orthodoxy, even more than Conserva- 
tism and Reform, realizes the precariousness 
of Judaism in America today, 

Although Rabbi Gewirtz refers to the 
Yeshivos and Young Israel, he knows that were 
it not for those lay people who have left Or- 
thodoxy, the Conservative Congregations would 
be sorely taxed for minyans, and were the same 
not true of Conservatism, our reform temples 
would be even emptier, if that were possible. 

Given this deplorable condition, Rabbi Ge- 
wirtz would adapt not at all. Orthodoxy has 
changed as much as Conservatism, It would 
prefer that these changes be made by an au- 
thorized rabbinical body, but Orthodox services 
are different today from what they were twenty- 
five years ago. 

Judaism’s ability to survive has been be- 
cause of its great leaders who made fundamen- 
tal changes when the situation of the Jew 
changed. The change from sacrifice to prayer 
could still be disputed successfully by a good 
Talmudic student. 

It so happens that im all of Jewish history, 


Judaism never has faced a situation such as it 
faces today. The same is true of Christianity, ex- 
cept that as a majority religion Christianity is 
not threatened to the same extent as is Juda 
ism, 

Now Orthodoxy can remain intransigent and 
the trend away from it will increase; or Ortho 
doxy can seek for ways to make its practice 
more meaningful to the people who need it and 
whom it needs—the Jews of the United States 
in 1948 not the Jews of Lodz of 1748. 

Orthodoxy is properly concerned with tod 
much and too quick change, but it is changing, 
for it, too, lives in the American environment. 

Rabbi Gewirtz writes, too, of the ignorant 
Jewish layman. Unfortunately such is the ease, 
yet Orthodoxy cannot absolve itself completely 
from blame for failing to meet the needs of 
Jews who at one time were all Orthodox. But 
what The Post wants to say in this connection 
is that the people often have an unerring sense 
of their need, and cannot be dismissed so lightly.

INTO PART OF U.S. JEWISH LIFE 


S I pointed out last week, the educational program of the 
Zionist movement in this country has in recent years been 
largely devoted, of necessity, to promotion of the political and mags 





action program designed to bring about the creation of a Jewish. 


State. All that must now change. For years we have said that whey 
the Jewish State comes into being it would become a great source 
of inspiration and cultural enrichment for American ' 
Jewry and American Judaism. We must now trans- 8 
late these phrases into reality, and the Zionist 
Organization must assume the role of carrier, or } 
transmission belt, or channel, through which the 
new values of Israel recreated may be made avail- 
able to the community here. 

There is an almost complete vacuum in the 
field of adult Jewish education in this country. 
Many organizations have dabbled in it. but none 
have succeeded. There are sporadic community 
lectures, roving bands of miscellaneous enter- 
tainers, hypnotists, magicians, baseball players and others who 
offer the “education” at so many brotherhood meetings; there are 
bowling leagues, golf tournaments, pinochle clubs; there are or. 
ganization conventions galore—but little in the field of genuine 
Jewish education, 





THE JEWISH STATE will be our inspiration, we have said, 
Well, the Jewish State is here. No organization is as well equipped 
and as well prepared to translate Israel into terms of American 
Jewish life as the Zionist Organization of America. For one thing, 
the ZOA has a mmebership of about a quarter of a million. It js 
a live, democratic organization. It is exceptionally well organized, 
Its leadership and its membership have been close to the events 
which have brought the new State into existence; they are, without 
exception, Jews who earnestly and fiercely desire Jewish survival 
in the United States, not passive survival, but meaningful, satisfy. 
ing, full Jewish existence. And the ZOA has already made a begin. 
ning. 

It has, im its present national Education Department, a 
framework which needs only expansion and intensification to 
assume new responsibilities for mass Jewish: education. 

What are these new opportunities? 

Zionists must stop thinking in small terms when it comes to 
education. Vision, initiative, vast concepts gave breadth and scope 
to the political activities of American Zionism, and the same broad 
vision must be applied in the field of education. Heretofore we have 
been satisfied if the ZOA published a few books and a handful of 
pamphlets. Now the ZOA can become a great literary center of 
American Jewry. From its presses must come, in ever increasing 
number, a great and prodigious library of good literature—the clas. 
sics, to be sure, but more particularly the literature which is now 
emanating from Israel. 

It is not enough merely to print books. They must be dis- 

tributed and read. ZOA Districts in every community in the coun- 

try can take the leadership in bringing back the once popular 
and flourishing reading or literary circles. With proper organi- 
zation and initiative, such a movement can in time develop into 
a great cultural renaissance for American Jewry. 

The ZOA must utilize all the newer audio and visual techniques 
of modern progressive education as well. The organization should 
go on the air in a really big way. Pleasant and enjoyable as are 
the “Eternal Light” programs, they but point the way to even 
greater possibilities. Many people have inquired about the feasi- 
bility of a network Jewish program with less of the legend and 
the symbolism—and more of the zestful present. There is a chal- 
lenge here to the ZOA education. 

The same is true of films, and of film strips. Ambitious begin 
nings are already being made in this direction, and interesting 
news will be forthcoming shortly. 


INSTEAD OF THE aimless sending of “popular” lecturers, 
humorists and baritones to occasional meetings, the ZOA now has 
the opportunity to prepare complete program units, with the best 
talent available, of high cultural content and good entertainment 
value— and to send such units across the country by the dozens, 
into every little village and town, carrying the vigorous inspiration 
of renascent Jewish life with them. 

We are proud when a communty sends one or two young 
people to Brandeis Camp Institute for a month of living in a 
Palestinian atmosphere. Such camping, fine as it is, can be but 
an imitation of the real thing. Many hundreds of our young 
people should annually be sent to Israel—if not by parents who 
can afford it, then by community or national fellowship. Think 
of what such trips will mean in terms of inspired, fresh young 
Jewish leadership. The ZOA has been sending four young people 
to study in Palestine each year; the number should leap into 
the hundreds, with every community participating. 

As you can see, there are no limits to the educational oppor: 
tunities before us, except those placed by our own narrow imagina- 
tion. I shall continue this discussion next week, and list many more 
projects and activities which await only ZOA organization and im 
plementation for the enrichment of American Jewish life.

Then, besides, they are close 
kinsmen of mine, even beyond 
the fact that they are my brothers 
in the human family. They are 
citizens of another country but 
they are my kinsmen. They have 
derived their idealism from the 
same books which I was brought 
up. They are of me even though 
they belong to another country. 

When I walk along our 
streets I am frequently being 
stopped by prniseful Gentile 
friends, like Jack Garvey. I 
feel embarrassed by their com-

The Jewish name had come to 
considerable respect in the world 
by reason of fine boys who were 
giving their last full measure for 
righteousness’ sake, I, a Jew in 
America, was being given a share 
in their glory, though I was re- 
mote from it. . 


There had also been great pro- 
phets among my kinsmen and re- 
nowned saints, scholars and sci- 
entists, Jesus and the Maccabees. 
I was given little or no credit for 
any of these. But people were re- 
specting me the more on account 
of these magnificant boys in Pal- 
estine whose life and death they 
could understand and appreciate. 
It was a great pity that noble 
young Jews had to die in order 
that other Jews might be better 
understood, but that was the way 
of men’s pudgement. 


I COULD FEEL grateful for 
the appreciation my friends were 
giving to Jews, even though I 
hadn’t been one of those who 
were ardent for a Jewish state. 
I had argued the more peaceful 
way of a bi-national state in Pal- 
estine (a state governed by Jews 
and Arabs) and I still hope that 
will be the ultimate solution, The 
great Zionist and man of peace, 
Dr. Judah Magnes, is currently 
in the United States for the pur- 
pose of establishing such a solu- 
tion. 


I wondered how the leaders 
of the American Council for Ju- 
daism were feeling about these 
boys who with life and blood 
have been honoring the good 
name of Israel everywhere. The 
Council has been expressing its 
concern for Israel’s name with 
anxious Pamphlets and 
speeches. 

Were I one of their intransigent 
kind I might have come around 
by now to the wisdom of feeling 
silly. , .. “How silly I am to be 
keeping up this ding-dong, mak- 
ing this absurd racket over. the 
graves of boys who with their 
lives have gathered respect for 
the Jews. My poor little pamph- 
lets are just paper in the winds 
of the big cities. I guess I should 
resign from the Council and go 
along with all men of good will 
who accept the fact of Palestine 
and of the brave youths who have 
died for it. I shall keep on being 
a good American, humbly wear- 
ing the halo which my Gentile 
friends insist on putting on my 
head in deference to my glorious 
relatives in Palestine.” 


Or, if the membership of the 
Council for American Judaism 
doesn’t resign in a body, let it 
stand firm for a Council that is 
really FOR American Judaism— 
not just against something—FOR 
an American Judaism that brings 
its Jewish idealism to the Ameri- 
can scene and is not afraid to 
carry the lights of its faith and 
join them to the lights of all 
other people and good will.

Modern Hebrew OKd 
In N. Y. High Schools 


ALBANY, N.Y.—Modern He- 
brew was granted recognition, for 
the first time, as an approved 
course of study in New York high 
schools this week by the State 
Board of Regents. 

Abraham Aarons of Thomas 
Jefferson High School, Brooklyn, 
and Dr. A. L. Katsh, professor of 
education at New York univer. 
sity, were named to a committee 
to help the state education de- 
partment prepare a syllabus on 
the subject. 

The Regents action recognizet 
that a steadily increasing num- 
ber of public school pupils, re- 
portedly between 3,000 and 4,- 
000, are studying modern Hebrew. 
Regents examinations will be of- 
fered as in any other approved 
language and students of Hebrew 
will be eligible for diplomas and 
scholarship benefits on a _ par 
with students studying other lan- 
guages. 

Some years ago, examinations 
were offered in ancient Hebrew 
but were dropped for lack of in- 
terest.

~~ ONE IN FOUR JEWISH STUDENTS 
DISINTERESTED IN JUDAISM

T IS a truism among heavy 
thinkers on matters Jewish 
that the Jewishness of an indi- 
vidual stems directly back to the 
kind of a Jewish home from 
which he came. 


This axiom is supported, nega- 
tively, by the Ree 
findings of .

Study of the Home Environment, 


Background and Attitudes of 
Jewish College Students,” June, 
1947, this department last week 
found that Jewish students are 
deeply uninformed of their his- 
tory as Jews and confused or in- 
different about the meaning of 
their Jewishness in modern soci- 
ety. 

This week, we report on some 
of the specific findings in the 
Gorodetzer study. Here is a list 
of facts garnered by comparing 
student attitudes concerning vari- 
ous elements of Jewish living 
with that actually practiced in 
their homes: 

1, Ejighty-three per cent of the 
parents (fathers) stay home 
from work on Rosh Hashono but 
only 62 per cent of the students 
follow their example, either in 
work or school attendance. 


2. Fifty-eight per cent of the 
mothers light candles regularly 
on the Sabbath but 60 per cent 
of the students liked this cere- 
mony and wanted it continued. 


3. The number of students 
who approved the lighting of 
Chanukah candles was greater 
than the total number of homes 
where this ceremony was _ fol- 
lowed regularly. Only 48 per cent 
of the fathers lit Chanukah can- 
dles regularly but 62 per cent of 
the students favor the ceremony. 


4 The number of students 
who favored the recitation of the 


Kiddush topped the number of 
fathers who. actually did so. 
Twenty-five parents did, 54 per 
cent of students favored the rit- 
ual. 


5. Only 35 per cent of the stu- 
dents followed dietary practices, 
compared to the 45 per cent of 
homes where Kashrut was ob- 
served. (The study is unclear on 
this point; presumably students 
living on campus away from 
home could hardly practice rigid 
adherence to dietary laws, even 
if they wanted to—except at con- 
siderable trouble.) 


6 About three out of five stu- 
dents would eat only unleavened 
bread on Passover but four of 


five homes have strict observ- 
ance. 


The finding religious 
background is interesting. 
While 44 per cent came from 
Orthodox homes, only 16 per 
cent expressed a desire to per- 
sonally follow the tenets of 
Orthodoxy. The switch was to 
Conservative Judaism but Re- 
form Judaism also gained. 
Eleven homes of the group 
were Reform but 15 students 
expressed a preference for that 
branch of Judaism.

Also noteworthy is the find- 
ing that while only 11 per cent 
of the students came from homes 
following no Jewish faith, 16 per 
cent of the students were not in- 
terested in any branch of Juda- 
ism. Nine per cent of the stu- 
dents listed no answers. Lump- 
ing the “none” and “no answers” 
together, it would appear that 
25 per cent of the students, or 
one in four, had no interest in 
their religion.

Here in 
America a little child before go- 
ing to sleep or upon awaking has 
been taught to say a prayer to 
hi Creator who has given his par- 
ents the’ power to creat him and 
the one and onlly Lord who has 
given him his bed to sleep in and 








the food which contributes to his 
health and growth. In Sunday 
School here at Temple Judea, 
outside of being taught history 
and hebrew, we were also taught 
prayers for every moment of the 
day and for everything we eat and 
drink. They are not words which 
are said because we are told to 
say them; we say them because 
they are words which express 
how we feel.

According to reliable reports, the national committee members 
aproached Dr. Maurice J. Karpf of Los Angeles with that invitation, 
which was again extended within the last few weeks. 
Karpf Says No 
Ir. Karpf refused the assignment, it was learned, not 
for lack of sympathy with the aims of those Council mem- 
bers who approached him but because he does not believe 
that the Council would adopt a new program. 

The dissidents regard with pride the Council’s past con- 
tributions to the Jewish community but look upon its present 
program as having deviated from a positive to a negative role, 
The Post learned. 

This group believes that vested interests on the part of some 
of the lay Council members and especially the professionals stand 
in the way of the Council’s taking a positive role in the community. 

Council Not Opposed To Israel—Loeb 

Joseph P. Loeb, leader of the local chapter, insisted that the 
Council is not opposing the new Jewish state. He said that a more 
careful reading of the Council’s pronouncements would prove his 
contention. 

The internal Council fight broke into the open late in May 
when Rabbi Louis Wolsey of Philadelphia, one of the founders of 
the Council, attacked the group as having become “an unhappy 
negative movement of assimilative Jews” and urged the Council 
to dissolve itself immediately. (NJP May 28) 


Franklin And Rauch Quit 

Early this month, Dr. Leo Franklin of Detroit, rabbi emeritus 
of Temple Beth El and a charter member of the Council, resigned 
with a charge that Council policy has been “negative and at times 
even destructive.” (NJP June 11)
